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THE PROGRESS OF THE TARIFF 
SCHEMES IN CONGRESS. 


The Jepancse Indemnl'y Bill—The Works at Charice. 
ton Harbor—Aniticipeting Destitution Along the 
Booming Rivere—The Legislative Appro- 
priation Biull Under Discussion. 


Wasnrneton, February 16.—In the senate, 
Mr. Bayard presented the conference report 
on the Japanese indemnity bill, and ex- 
plained it. Mr, Hampton reported from the 
military committee a bill to reimburse the 
state of Florida on account of the expenses in 
the Seminole war in 1835-6 and °37. The 
amount claimed to be due was over $700,000, 
but the committee has figured the amount 
down to $92,648. After some discussion the 
report of the conference committee on the 
Japanese indemnity fund was agreed to. Mr. 
Butler read an engineer's letter in relation to 


the condition of the works for the im- 
provement of Charleston harbor, 
and asked the committee on com- 


merce to consider and report independently 


of the river and harbor bill, the bill intro- 


duced by him to appropriate $500,000 for the 
The letter read was referred to the 
committee on commerce. At 2 p.m. the 
tariff bill was taken up. The pending ques- 
tion was an amendment offered last evening by 
Mr. Conger providing for a duty of half a 
cent per pound upon charcoal iron, advanced 
in manufacture beyond iron in pigs, in addi- 
tion tothe duty on iron made with other 


work. 


fuel. This amendment was iost, as were sev- 
eral others, paming various rates of addi- 


tional duty. Three dollars per ton was finally 
agreed upon. 

The jute paragraph was amended by 
changing the rate on jute from fifteen dollars 
aton to 20 percent. ad valorem. Mr. Sewell 
explained that the effect of this would be to 
make the cost of the raw material less than 
the cost of the manufactured goods, which 
wogid not be the case at fifteen dollars per 
tom. Several amendments were offered to the 
internal revenue portion of the bill, repealing 
the tax on tobacco, matches, whisky, bank 
aii circulation and capital, but all

THE LEGISLATIVE APPROPRIATION BILD, 


_Wasnineton, February 16.—Immediately 
afterthe reading of the journal, the house 
wentinto committee of the whole on the 
legislative appropriation bill. -This was done 
with the assent of the waysand means com- 
mittee which, through its chairman, agreed 
not to press the tariff bill until three o’clock, 
unless the legislative bill should be passed at 
an earlier hour. Mr. Darrall of Louisiana, 
moved to increase the appropriation for the 
office of surveyor general of Louisiana 
from 12,000 dollars to 15,800 dollars. 
Agreéd to. An amendment was adopted 
making the office hours in the executive de- 
partments from 9 to 4in winter and 9 to 5 in 
summer. The committee then rose and re- 
ported the bill to the house. The final amend- 
ment voted on was that reducing the number 
of internal revenue collection districts to 82, 
and it was agreed to; yéas 136, nays 99. The 
amendment makes areduction of 44 districts.

Mr. Kelley immediately moved to go into 
committee of the whole on the tariff bill, 
and at 4:35 the motion was agreed to, 100 to 
51: the negative vote being cast by those de- 
sirous of taking up the ‘*bonded spirits bill.”’ 
The pending amendment was that offered by 
Mr. Uhandler as a substitute for the first- 
class of the sugar schedule. Lost. Mr. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, moved to reduce the 
duty on all sugars above No. 13 Dutch stan- 
dard. and not above No. 16 Dutch standard, 
fron. 2 to 2)4 cents per pound, Pending ac- 
tion on this amendment the committee rose. 
Mr. Skinner. of New York, introduced a bill 
appropriating $500,000 for the relief of the 
sutfexers from the floods on the Mississippi 
and Obkio rivers, and Mr. Wheeler, of Ala- 
bama, introduced a bill appropriating $100,- 
00) for the same purpose. Both measures 
were referred to the conrmittee on appropria- 
tions. The house took a recess until 7 :3v. 

In the evening session, the house tuok up 
and passed a bill for the allowance of certain 
claims (known as the fourth of Juiy claims) 
reported by the accounting officers of the 
treasury department. The bill appropriates 
$295 000, Adjourned, 


THE SENATE PRESIDENCY. 


Much Tatk About the Situation—An Extra Session 
Not Favored. 


Wasuinoton, February 16.—Attention hav- 
ing been directed to the reported wishes of 
Mr. Mahone in regard to the future arrange- 
rent of the senate committees, and the treat- 
ment of the readjuster senators in case of a 
reorganization, the effegt has been to set the 
Senators on both sides bf the senate chamber 
to talking about the matter. Among the dem- 
ocrats there is a disposition to encourage the 
republicans to get along without the help 
of Mr. Mahone in the election of a president 
rotem. One democrat said to-day that he 
aad good reason to believe that causes and ef- 
fects were being made on behalf of persons in 
this city who desire to have an extra session 
called and a presiding eflicer and an entirely 
new force of clerks appointed for the senate 


presidential succession bill already passed by 
the senate. Should the bill pass, the 
necessity for electing a president protem 
as the apparent successor to the president 
in case’ of disability or inability to dis- 
charge the functions of bis ottice would be 
removed. The billis now on the speaker's 
table, and cannot easily be reached, except 
by a two-thirds vote in the last days of the 
Session.

Thousands of Peopis Homeless in All the 
Towns-—Hundrecs of Houses Washed away— 
Relief Urgentiy Needed—The Action of 
the ‘Iodiana L:gisiature, Ete.

From the first they have said a heavy wind

In a letter to Mr. Bickham, of Dayton, 
stead said: ‘Help is needed here. It is dif- 
ficult to realize the state of affairs and puz 
zles one to believe what hesees. The fright- 
ful river is above 66 feet, anda further rise is 
expected. You wouldn't know the place 
where you were born. Tens of thousands are 


homeless. More than half the 
population of Newport have had 
to abandon their ~ houses. A great 


deal of money has been raised here, but the 


last dollar will be gone to-morrow, and the 
legislature has committed an awkward blun- 
der, so thatythe $100,000 appropriated is not 
at once available. Why do you not go to Co- 
lumbus and kill some of your friends? You 
remember the oid ‘32’ and ‘47’ marks at No. 
65 Main street, on the stairway leading to the 
basement below the level of the street? You 
would have to take a boat now to get there. 
If you raise any money send a telegraph or- 
der. I’li put it on the way to the sufferers. 
Clothing, bed clothing aud food are wanted.”’ 
THE ABSENCE OF CRIME. 

There is still the most gratifying absence of 
crime. It was expected that burglaries and 
highway robbery would abound on account of 
the general unprotected state of property in 
the flooded @istricts, when darkness prevailed. 
Expectation has not been realized. There 
have been fewer arrests in the past five days 
than at any similar time in a month, and no 
reports of crime have reached the police. Al- 
ready everybody wears a fatigued look. It 
bas been a season of hard work and great anx- 
jety toa large portion of the population of 
the city. 

THE SYSTEM OF RELIEF. 

The work of the relief committee goes on 
with energy; not only is the general commit 
tee representing the chamber of commerce 
and common council disbursing aid with a 
liberal hand, but the Masonic relief organiza- 
tion is doing fine work, having called in 
volunteers to act as oarsmen for their boats, 


which have been received from Cleve- 
land, Sandusky and Toledo. They have 
established relief stations in various 


places in the city. Besides this the women 
of all Protestant churches are collecting bed- 
ding, clothing and doing sewing for the ben- 
efit ot the general relief committee. All 
Catholie churches bave been thrown open for 
sleeping places for such homeless persons as 
may be sent by the general committee. A 
more complete system of relief could hardly 
be devised, and the great value of its work is 
the thopoughness and prom ptness with which 
the aid is extended.

LOUISVILLBE’SILL LOCK. 


The Water Backing up Into the City—No Outside 
Rellef Wanted Y et. 

Special to the Constitution. 

LOUISVILLE, February 16.—The backwater 
at Washington street had last night flooded 
the basement of the Galt house, and the rear 
rooms of the basement were submerged. The 
wate! was several feet deep in the new Short 
Line passenger depot. The situation was prob- 
ably more dangerous last night than at any 


other time. The backwater is coming 
through the sewer in many places. 
The river was rising one foot per hour 


Clouds were gathering, and it was expected 
that there would be a rain fall before morn- 
ing. The flvod has stopped the machinery in 
the water works. In the pumping station, a 
mile above the cut off, yesterday morning at 
8 o'clock, the water rose so high that the fires 
under the boilers were put out andthe engine 


stopped. There is no danger of a water 
famine, as there is twenty days supply 
in the crescent hill reservoir. 
Fifteen houses on the point floated 


away, and over the falls yesterday. More will 
probably follow. There is already much sick- 
ness among the sufferers. The health officer 
Montgomery says it is nothing now compared 
to whatic will bein afew days. A sanitary 
commission will be formed at once, and medi- 
cal stations fixed in various portions of the 
city where medicine and the attendance of 
phys icfans be afforded free. 

RELIEF FROM OTHER PLACES. 
Contributions in aid of the sufferers from 
the flood here have reached up to date $20,- 
000, Assistance is coming from outside places, 
bnt Louisville, while thankful, feels able to 
take care of her citizens. Jeffersonville aud 
other smaller places need help. 

AT ITS HIGHEST POINT. 

LovIsvILLE, February 16.—The river at one 
.m., to-day reached the highest point—44 
feet 5inches—and it is expected to continue 
rising slowly until night, when it is hoped 
that its receding will begin. No casualties 
have been reported. Heavy contributions by 
citizens continue, and there is no danger of 
any one sufferi ng for food or clothing. 

A LITTLE LOVE ROMANCE, 


A little love romance developed amid all 
the want and suffering. About two weeks 
ago Ben Krappeser was married. When the 
water came over the fill Ben was absent at 
the mill. His young wife was rescued by 
firemen and furnished quarters at a school 
building. It was thought that ber husband 
had been drowned. The wife was in sore dis- 
tress. Last night Ben made his appearance 
at the school house. It was the first time he 
had seen his bride of only a few weeks since 
their home was swept away by the water. 
Each thought the other lost, and ip this mo- 
ment of joyous meeting they could not re- 
strain their love and in each others arms 
kissed away their deubt and fears. 


THE INDIANA TOWNS, 


1,200 Houses Swept Away and 5,000 People Home 
less in New Albany. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 16.—A special 
tothe News from New Albany, says: The 
river is rising half an inch per hour; that it 
rose fiveand a half inches last night, and 
that more water is coming. One hundred 
bouses have gone down. There are 5,000 
people homeless, 1,200 houses having been 
washed away. The loss is over one million 
dollars. If the threatened wind and rair 
should come, the damage will be greater. 
Congress, the legislalure and the people are 
appealed to for aid. The distress is very great 
and cannot be overestimated, but there has 
been no loss of life. The water is new near! 
three feet above the famous flood of 1832.

15 inches last night and is still falling slowly. 
The weather is very warm. The mercury is 
60 degrees, with indications of rain.

A committee of the legisla- 
ture will goto Jeffersonville and New A\l- 
bany to-night to investigate the extent of the 
damage, 
LAWRENCEBURG’S DEVASTATION, 

Nowhere does the falling of the water give 
greater joy than in Lawrenceburg, Ind. It is 
estimated that over two hundred houses have 
been overturned or washed away and that 
three thousand people are driven from their 
homes with nothing but the clothes they had 
on. he loss must reach five hundred 
thousand dollars. Generous relief has been 
sent to them from Indianapolis, Shelbyviile, 
Cincinnati and other places, which has been 
received with unbounded gratitude. No loss 
of life has yet been reported, but there has 
been many narrow escapes. A large furni 
ture warehouse fell in, but thirty or forty 
people in the upper stories escaped. Fears 
are entertained that the courthouse founda- 
tion may crumble. Four hundred people are 
sheltered in that building.

She induced Hides to call at her rooms, 
where she made mesmeric motions about h s 
head, poked her fingers into his ears, and 
tickled him under the chin. Mrs. Mann 
wanted to charge $500 in case of a cure, and 
$50 a month while under treatment. Hides 
considered the price top high, and left, but 
Mrs. Mann visited him at his place of business 
and after a few visits broached the marriage 
subject. On the next visit she wentintoa 
trance, and when she came to she declared 
that the spirits bad directed their union. 
Hides said he was two old to marry, where- 
upon Mrs. Mann again went intoa trance, 
and upon recovering consciousness asserted 
that the spirit had assured her that Hides 
wouid live at least twenty years longer; that 
a boy and girl would bless their unton, and 
that the marriage must take place within 
two weeks or something would happen to 
prevent it. Hides agreed, and when he nex! 
saw Mrs. Mann she claimed to have another 
communication froni the spirits, which 
directed Hides to deed his property to her. 
The latter refused to have the weddiug per- 
formed in Ballston, so they met by appoint- 
mentin alawyer’s office in Saratoga, where 
Hides deeded his property to her, receiving 
in return a pagér guaranteeing him the re- 
ceipts therefrom during his lifetime. A Cath- 
olic priest to whom they applied refused to 
marry them,and a Baptist clergyman tied the 
knot. After living together ten days, the 
woman abused Hides shamefully, and then 
left bim. When Hides’s friends learned the 
circumstances they caused proceedings to be 
instituted, and to-day Tadee Wait rendered 
a decision annulling the marriage contract 
and setting aside the conveyances on the 
grounds uf fraud.

is in all likelihood the man referred 
to in the new rumor. It is stated 
that the new catch of the crown will identify 
among the prisoners now in custody two per- 
sons who actualy inflicted the death-wounds 
oo Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke.

THE STAR ROUTE METHODS. 


Reirdell Describes the Crookedness of Dorsey and 
: Brauy. 

W AsHINGTON, February 16.—Mr. Reirdell re- 
sumed his testimony against Brady and Dor- 
sey and others in the criminal court to day. 
He was frequently’ obliged to stop while 
counsel wrangled over objections but he told 
much in addition to his revelations of yes- 
terdav, and he was abundagtly fortified with 
references to documents already in evidence, 
and some of which he himself furnished. 
Reirdell described the methods of the firm by 
which he was employed in getting up es- 
timates for increased service. For 
exumple, 8S. W. Dorsey instructed him to pre- 
pare an aflidavit on the Toquerville and 
Adairviile route. The witness requested him 
to makea calculation. Dorsey said he (wit- 
ness) could doit himself. It was only ne- 
cessary in making the calculation to preserve 
the proportion of 150 or 200 per cent in allow- 
ing tor increase. The witness carried out the 
instructions, although he bad no idea of the 
number ot men andanimals it required on 
either schedule. He simply figured so as to 
preserve the proportion. The wituess had a 
number of these blank affidavits. They had 
been taken'from his office, immediately after 
the return of the verdict of the last trial. 
When witness was released from jail he 
found his desk open and bis papers scattered. 
S. W. Dorsey was the only man beside him- 
self who possessed a key to the office. Among 
the papers carried off were the letters passing 
between S W. Dorsey and bimseif, and J. W. 
Bosler, of Penusylvania, Bosleris the man 
who has been spoken of in the newspapers as 
connected with the transactions for which 
these defendants are on trial 
and is the same man who _ purchased 
Dorsey’s immense cattle ranche in New Mex 
ico. Reirde.| described the method of keep 
ing of accounts of the firm; such fictitious 
names as William Smith and Sam Jones were 
used, and Reirdell explained that William 
Smith meant Brady. He also described 
how a new set of books 
prepared expressly for the eyes 
congressional investigating commit tee.

THE OCEAN MAIL S&RVI 


Interesting Statistics in Keply te Senater Hear’s he 
quiry About Tranuspertaticn. 


Wasuinoton, February 16.—Some time ago 
Senator Hoar introduced a resolution calling. 
for information respecting the transportation 
of ocean mails, how much money has 

paid to steamship companies since 1840, and 
what was paid to steamships sailing under 
the American flag. The answer shows that 
since 1840, when the steamship ;mail contract 
went into effect, this government paid $31,- 
204,467 88 for this service, PP x: which 
$24,911,538 43 was paid to American vessels, 
From 1848 to 1855 the sums increased from 
$100,500 yearly to $1,936,714. 62, and since then 
has decreased until, in 1882, the whole amount 
was #$280,500.67. Up to 1857 these amounts 
were paid entirely to American shi Since 
then foreign lines have received an increasin 
ratio. Since 1878 the mails have been carri 
under the direction of the postal union, by 
which acertain amount is paid for carrying 
each article. Ip 1875 American vessels re- 
ceived $740,360 out of $976,643, but in 1882 
they were paid but $40,645 out ot $280,500,

From the returns it seems there isa 
scarcity of labor, as only 2,123 working hands are 
recorded in the books. The finances of our eounty 
are ina healthy condition. There is moneyin the 
treasury and but few defaulters of taxes have been 
returned.

Instead of filling their own pockets, the 
manufacturers claim that the object of the 
tariff is to protect American labor. They 
claim in fact to be about the noblest band of 
philanthropists the world has ever known. 
They give their time and energies. and they 
spend their money to keep Washington full 
of lobbyists, ail for the sake of helping the 
working men! But they neglected ‘‘to cook’’ 
the census statistics; for these 
statistics show that the average pay of the 
protected woolen employe is $293 a year; of 
the protected cotton employe $240; of the 
protected silk employe $233; of the protected 
wire employe $320; of the protected knit- 
goods employe $232. Divide any of these 
figures by 365, and we have the daily allow- 
ance of the workingman under the bounty 
system. 

It is claimed that the price of labor is 
higher in this country than it is in free-trade 
England. Soit is; but not our non- 
protected agricultural laborer receive more 
than the agricultural laborer of England? 
the difference is much greater than it is be- 
tween workmen in the various trades and 
factories of the two countries. The tariff 
does not hold up the wages in manufactures, 
relatively the wages in 
non-protected pursuits are the highest in this 
country. 

The entire ciaim that the tariff benefits the 
workingman is mere pretense, and none know 
its real nature better than the monopolists 
themselves. ‘they are reducing wages to the 
lowest point, while they use the tariff to de- 
mand for their wares exorbitant prices. They 
cut the workingmari both ip his income and 
in its buying capacity. By combining they 
control congress, and the voice of the people 
will never be heard until their complaints be- 
come thunder tones that willdrown the jingle 
of the robbers’ gold.

THE TARIFF SHAM. 

The house bill is practically dead. The sen- 
ate bill has, however, been amended so as to 
satisfy the protectionists to some extent at 
least, and it goes to the house with some 
prospect of passage, after, of course, a confer- 
ence committee has manipulated it. All that 
can be said of it as it stands is that it is not 
quite as bad as the house bill. It has 
been materially amended to satisfy this and 
that interest until it is no tonger a bill to 
lighten the burdens of the pecple. The duty 
on pig iron has been increased to $6 50 a ton, 
or 50 cents more than the tariff commissien 
recommended; the duty on lumber has been 
put at 20 per cent at the dictation of the sen- 
ators of Maine and Michigan; to please Mr. 
Bayard a duty of 25 per cent has been placed 
on matches, and the Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia senators have secured a high duty on 
coal. Mr. Mahone was grumbling at last ac-

Let no one think the people do not under- 
stand the scandalous and villanous taxation 
to which they are now subjected. An ordi- 
nary family of five persons is now taxed 
seventy dollars a year, chiefly in paying ex- 
traordinary prices for articles consumed by 
themselves, by their wives or by their chil- 
dren. The people who work for wages feel 


this taxation beyond all others— 
the people who from small 
incomes have to -pay two prices 


or twice as muchas their co-laborer in Eng- 


land has to pay, for nearly every article 
they consume. Every one of the bills before 
congress, while each reduces the duties in 


some instances, actually adds to the burdens 
of the people. Duties in the more important 
instances are increased, and the prohibition 
principle, involving the deadliest and most 
villainous indirect taxation, runs all through 
the three bills. The senate bill is the best 
of the three, but it will not satisfy the people. 
It affords no real relief, and if it becomes a 
law the agitation of the subject will not be 
stopped. Itisa pitched battle between the

STORMS ON THE SUN. 
From the New York Sun, Thursday. 

For the last twodays the sun has presented a re- 
markable spectacle when seen with a powerful 
telescope. When theclouds cleared away on Mon- 
day morning, the round, shining disk appeared 
crossed through the centre by a row of spots, sever- 
al of which were of large size. All gave indica- 
tions of vielent disturbance, especially an elonga- 
ted group near the eastern edge. Yesterday this 


group had advanced so far upon the 
disk that its internal structure was 
clearly discernible. It consists of a great 


number of enormous chasms of varying sizeand of 
the most irregular shapes. These chasms are col- 
lected into ,two adjoining clusters, and around 
them the surface of the sunis heaped up iuto the 
fiery mountains which the astronomers call fa- 
cules and which are continually changing in 
form and position. In piaces the sun looks asif 
gigautic solid shot had plunged into it, leaving 
great, gaping, ragged holes in the shining disk. 
But to have made some of those holes a cannon 
shot as large as the earth would have been re- 
quired. 

in a day or two, when it will be further advanced 
upon the sun, this huge group of spots should be 
easily seen, without a telescope of any kind, in the 
shape ofa black speck on the sun, asif the god of 
day were wearing a bit of court plaster on his shin- 
ing face.. In making such observations the eye 
must, of course, be protected by a dark glass. A 
sir @ked glass will do, but itis much safer to employ 
two deeply tinted glasses of complementary colors. 
such as red and green, or deep blue and yellow, 
The glasses should be perfectly flatand smooth, and 
if their colors are properly matched they will show 
the sun of its natural hue, but robbed of all glare, 
so that itssurface can be scrutinized at leisure. 
Used with a good opera glass or a powerful spy glass, 
such a pair of colored glasses will serve to reveal 
many interesting things in the sun that will surprise 
the unpracticed observer, 

Great outbursts in the sun are generally accom- 
— by auroral displays, and sometimes by vie 
ent magnetic storms. The memorable auroras of 
last year, which crippled the telegraphs ali over the 
northern hemisphere, occurred while groups of 
spots like those now visible were passing across the 
sun’s disk, and it would not be surprising if ina 
few days we should have another display of-the 
sun’s strange electric power over the earth. The 
whole subject, however, is involved in mystery, 
and the iaws that govern it remain to be dis- 
covered. The researches of medern astronomers 
have shown that outside the round globe of the sun, 
as we see it, there is an evormous envelope of mat- 
ter, greatly exceeding in bulk the visible sun. and 
intimately connected wich it. What the constitu- 
tion of this great envelope ef the sun is, how far it 
extends earthward, how it is affected by outbursts 
in the visible globe of thesun,and what part it 
piaysin the sun's influence upon his family of 
worlds are questions to which science is intently 
seeking answers.

Au Epochin the Histery ef Music Closed by the Com- 
poser’s Death. 

“Wagner is dead, and with him ends the longest 
fight which the history of music shows. Gluck’s 
figh's were perhaps as severe, but were not of the 
same proportion or duration. Gluck was ahead of 
his time, and he was not strong enough as a musi 
cian to make his influence lasting. He had a 
passing influence upon Mozart, but little beyond 
that, We must look upon Wagneras the Gluck of 
the nineteenth century. Both men had the same 
aim, although Wagner was the greater musician. 
They have often been compared, and justly so, as 
their creations have to be judged from the same 
point of view. Music to both was only means to an 
end. not the end itself, as it was with Mozart, Bee- 
thoven and Weber, and this is the reason why both 
Gluck and Wa gner were not understood by conser- 
vative musicians. 

To musicians who have taken an active part in 


the musical growth of the past thirty years Wagner's 
death isan eventof the greatest interest. It closes 
an epoch in the history of music. Thirty years ago 
Sphor, With Mendelssohn and his followers, had 
sway, and the influences were en the under- 
standing of Beethoven. This un erstanding after- 
wards came, and Mendelssohn and Spohr were as- 
signed their places im history. Now. again, while 
no on« thinks of ranking these men with Beethoven, 
there is a considerable faction whose intense admi- 
ration for Wagner leads them to look upon Beeth 
oven a8 antiquated. Schubert, the greatest 
murical génius who ever lived, has 
also come be appreciated during this period. 
When I speak of- him in these terms-I mean that | 
everything the man touched became music without 
labor. e isthe greatest melodist, not excepting 
Rossini.’ Schumann has also had his influence and 
his folléwers. Then there was the vexatious ques- 
tion of Liszt and Wagner, This was partially de- 
cided when Liszt stopped jcreating, thus allowing 
the wresent generatien to decide upon his rank 
duriug bis life. A few years more will probably 
decide Wageer's place, which could not be decide 
so lobg as he was alive. As for Berlioz. bis infla- 
ence hes been very limited. Certainly it is not to 
be compared with any of those enumerated above: 
ty has probably been all that his talents entitled 
oO.

The Filthy Condition of New York Streets and the 
Hard Luck Piunger Welton Hes in Cleaning 
Them—Opposing the New City Charter— 
Favored by Meyor Bdson, Bic. 


Special to The Constitution. 

New York, February 16.—A great number 
of politicians whose interests are opposed t° 
the fixed responsibility and single headed 
department system of municipal government 
provided for in the new city charter prepared. 
by Mayor Edson will appear in opposition to 
+ before the assembly committee on cities at 
their session in this city to-morrow. Mayor 
Edson’s bill provides for the appointment by 
the mayor of single heads for existing depart- 
ments of the municipal government, who 
shall hold office for three years and be 
<ubect to arbitrary suspension or re- 
moval by him. The mayor's term is also 
extended to three years, and, the 
salary increased to $12,000. Other salaries are 
spe ified as follows: Comptroller, $10,000; 
corporation counsel, $12,000; commissioner of 
publi works, $8,000; police commissioner, 
$00; park commussioner, $7,500; fire com- 
missioner, $7,500; commissioner of charities 
and correction, $7,500; hed@th comnsissioner, 
$7,500; excise commissioner, $7,500; tax com- 
missioner, $7,500; commissioner of docks, 
$7,500; conynissioner of street cleaning, 
$6,000; corporation attorney, public adminis- 
trator, and attorney for the collection of 
arrears of personal taxes, $4,000 each; attor- 
ney cof the fire department, $4,000; two 
commissioners of accounts $3,000 each. 
The commiussioner Of jurors is also to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor, as well as all members 
of any ooard or commission authorized td su- 
perintend the erection or repair of any build- 
ing belonging to or to be paid for by the city; 
inspectors and sealers of weights and meas-° 
ures. and all other officers whose election or 
appointment is not otherwise provided for. 
Lach commissioner is required to appoint a 
deputy, with power to perform every duty oJ 
the departmental head and removable by 
him at pleasure for cause, to be stated in 
writing. The board of aldermen are to be 
elected as now, one from each assembly dis- 
trict, to serve for two years and exercise the 
legisiative powers of the city, the salary of 
he president being $3,000 and of the others, 
2.000. The comptroller, commissioner of 
ublie works, corporation counsel and head 
of each department to be entitled to seats in 
the board, notice of its meetings and partici- 
pation in its discussions, without being con- 
sidered as members or having the right to 
yole.

Kighty per cent of adulteration in the samples of 
cinnamon i- reported, On the other band, only 
eight samples of flour, owt of one hundred and sey- 
enteen examined, were adulterated.

TO SUB THE CITY. 


An Alleged ®mall-Pox Pationt Who Wapts Five Thou- 
sand Dollars Damages. 

In aday or two Messrs. R. T. Dorsey and E. A. 
Angier will institute suit,in the superior court in 
behalf of George Taylor? vs. the: city of Auanta. 
The petition has already been‘ prepared and the 
suit, which is for $5,000, will be filed to-day or Mon- 
day. The plaintiff sets forth that on the 22d of Jan- 
uary he was empioyed as a Waiterand to do general 
work in one of the best families in Atlanta, and 
that he earned ten dollars per mouth; that on the 
day mentioned there came to the house where lie 
was at work a covered wagon commonly known as 
the “smallpox wagon,’’in which patients afflicted 
with that ‘“‘direful and contagious disease 
were placed and then carried to the pest house, a 
rude structure, provided and owned by the city of 
Atlanta for the reception and treatment of per- 
sons having smalipox.’’ The plaintiff goes on to 
State that after ariving at the house where he was 
employed the officials in charge of the wagon 
wronogiy and unlawfully compelled him to get 
into the smallpox wagon and that he was then 
driven to the pest house and placed in the house 
along with and exposed to cases of smallpox, and 
was kept there fifteen days. The petitioner states 
that at ho time before or after the twenty-second 
of January did he have smallpox 
and tbat at the time he was taken out 
he remonstrated and urged the official not to ex- 
pose him to the disease. He claims that since he 
was released he has been unable to find remunera- 
tive employment andis shunned by his friends 
and acquaintances because of the fact that he was 
exposed to the disease. The oard of health con 
tend that Tayler had varioloid, Dr. Collier state: 
positively that it was varioloij. Itis said, howevy 
er, that Tayler has two physicians who will swear 
that he did not have any form of smallpox

HEREAS, HERETOFORE TO-WIT, IN THE

“Boston. Mass,, October 30, 1882, 

“To His Excellency, the Governor of Georgia: 

‘‘Dear Sir—In behalf of the New England Manv- 
facturers and Mechanics’ Institute, and by the 
authority of its official beard, I hereby extend to 
the State of Georgia a-cordialinvitation to makean 
exhibit of its agricultural products and resenr: 
at the third annual fairof the lnstitute, whi-? will 
be opened the first week of September, 1°°3, nud 
continucé until a day in Novembarte bec termined 
hereafter. 

‘“‘An invitation of like tencr has been ecnt to th? 
Governor of every one of the Southern d.eves The 
purpose of the proposed exh bition is to afford ai 
opportunity to all those States and Territories whic!

2. On Classes 1. 2. 3, 4,5, 6, A. E, G. and H. and 
may add thereto, on distances hauled, between 
0 and 40 miles, 50 per cent; between 40 and 70 
miles, 40 per cent; between 70 and 100 miles, 30 
per cent; and over 100 miles, 20 per cent. 

3. Classes L, M, N and O remain at Standard. and 
Classes B, C, D, F, P and R also remain at 
Standard, but must be computed as required in 
rule one.
